"No  junk  yard  or  place  for  the  storage  of  discard- 
ed machinery,  vehicles,  or  other  scrap  materials 
shall  be  maintained,  except  that  after  public  hearing 
in  which  evidence  on  both  sides  is  heard,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  decide  whether  a 
permit  shall  be  issued  or  not." 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  following  ordinance: 

"No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  in  the  town  shall 
permit  fire  or  other  ruins  to  be  left,  but  shall  re- 
move the  same  within  one  year." 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  following  ordinance: 

"No  land  shall  be  used  for  a  dump,  other  than  that 
area  specified  for  municipal  disposal  of  rubbish  and 
garbage,  nor  used  in  any  manner  that  is  disorderly, 
unsightly,  noxious,  offensive  or  detrimental  to  the 
public  or  owners  or  occupants  of  the  adjacent  prop- 
erty or  prejudicial  to  the  general  welfare  of  the 
community." 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  following  ordinance: 


"Owners  and  lessees  of  a  business  enterprise  shall 
be  permitted  to  have  two  advertising  signs  away 
from  the  premises  of  such  enterprise,  and  the  sum  of 
the  height  and  width  of  such  sign  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  feet,  and  no  part  of  which  shall  be  displayed 
m  excess  of  twelve  feet  above  grade.  Advertising 
signs  of  business  enterprises  situated  outside  the 
Town  of  Franconia  shall  be  permitted  only  upon  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  shall  conform 
to  the  same  conditions  as  applied  to  the  business  en- 
terprises situated  within  the  Town  of  Franconia." 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  following  ordinance: 

"The  removal  of  sod,  loam,  clay,  sand,  gravel  or 
other  natural  inorganic  material  from  any  premises 
in  the  town  shall  not  be  allowed  unless  such  re- 
moval will  be  of  such  character  that  by  proper  re- 
grading,  draining,  re-loaming  and  re-seeding  it  will 
be  left  in  sightly  condition  and  protected  against 
erosion." 

(The  penalty  for  each  offense  under  Articles  8 
through  12  is  to  be  $10.00.  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated 31:39.) 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  penalty  of  twenty  cents  on  each  poll  tax 
unpaid  on  December  1  of  each  year,  as  authorized 
under  Statute  C66S44PL.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  ABBIE 
GREENLEAF  LIBRARY  FOR  1964 

Throughout  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Abbie  Greenleaf  Library  and  the  Librarian  held 
four  regular  business  and  two  special  meetings. 

In  1961  the  library  was  one  of  six  neighboring  li- 
braries to  form  a  book  buying  co-operative  and  thus, 
receive  a  Shieling  Trust  grant  of  $1,000  for  the  pur- 
chase of  reference  books  to  be  shared  by  the  member 
libraries.  When  the  grant  was  used  up,  the  libraries 
voted  to  continue  the  co-operative  meetings.  Five  of 
which  were  held  in  1964  with  the  Greenleaf  Library 
represented  at  each  and  hostess  at  two  of  the  meetings. 

A  Trustee  also  attended  the  two  New  Hampshire 
Library  Trustee  Association  meetings  held  in  Concord. 

Early  in  the  summer,  repairs  were  made  on  the  front 
door  of  the  library  building  and  the  fence,  between  the 
Town  Building  and  library  property,  was  removed.  The 
underground  electric  cable  and  furnace  were  also  fixed. 

Application  was  made,  and  unfortunately  refused, 
for  State  Aid  to  increase  the  Children's  Book  Collec- 
tion. 

Twice  during  the  year,  free  movies  were  shown  to 
an  enthusiastic  audience  in  the  Town  Building.  This  is 
a  service  the  library  is  glad  to  offer  any  responsible 
community  group. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Greenleaf  Civics  Club,  the  Franconia  College  and 
anonymous  friends  for  their  gifts  of  books  and  period- 
icals. Many  thanks  are  also  due  Mr.  Ralph  Riley,  State 
Extension  Librarian,  and  our  own  Mrs.  Howard  May- 
bury  for  their  faithful  service.

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1964 

Three  Well  Child  Conferences  and  immunization  clin- 
ics for  polio,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  tetanus, 
smallpox  and  booster  shots  were  held  during  the  year. 

The  Heaf  Sterneedle  tests  for  T.B.  was  given  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  school  nurse  to  children  in  grades 
1  and  4.  This  test  is  given  in  these  same  grades  every 
year  so  that  the  children  are  tested  every  three  years. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  school  physician  and 
nurse  this  year  we  also  gave  to  the  pupils  in  grades  1 
and  4  booster  shots  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  vaccine. 
These  were  given  only  if  the  parents  signed  the  per- 
mission slip. 

Home  visits  were  made  by  the  state  public  health 
nurse  to  infants,  pre-school  children  and  adults  for 
physical  and  mental  problems  and  education  in  sick- 
ness prevention  and  rehabilitation. 

My  sincere  thanks  for  the  cooperation  received.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE— 1964 

The  school  health  program  has  been  carried  out  with 
complete  physical  examinations  on  all  pupils,  whose 
parents  requested  them,  by  Dr.  Parker,  the  school 
physician. 

Heights,  weights,  vision  and  audiogram  tests  were 
done  on  all  pupils.  Notices  were  sent  home  of  any  de- 
fects found. 

Registration  days  were  held  in  May  for  the  incoming 
first  grade  and  kindergarten  children.  Each  child  was 
weighed  and  measured  by  the  school  nurse. 

In  September  T.B.  Heaf  tests  were  given  to  27  pupils 
in  the  first  and  fourth  grades,  whose  parents  requested 
it. 

In  December  at  the  parents'  request,  diphtheria  and 
tetanus  immunizations  were  given  to  13  pupils  in  grades 
one  and  four. 

One  child  was  treated  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
and  two  at  the  Orthopedic  Clinic  during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  connected  with  the  school 
and  the  parents  for  their  kind  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Franconia  Elementary  School. 

ADMINISTRATION: 

The  present  school  year  began  on  Wednesday,  Sep- 
tember 9  with  a  total  registration  of  79  pupils.  As  of 
this  writing,  there  are  78  pupils  enrolled  in  the  school. 
A  breakdown  of  this  figure  shows  that  12  are  in  Kin- 
dergarten, 17  in  Grade  1,  11  in  Grade  2,  10  in  Grade  3, 
10  in  Grade  4,  10  in  Grade  5,  and  8  in  Grade  6. 

The  opening  of  school  found  changes  in  the  teaching 
staff.  Due  to  the  increased  number  of  pupils  in  Grade 
One,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  separate  the  first  two 
grades.  As  a  result,  the  very  capable  Mrs.  Evelyn  Howe 
of  Lancaster  is  teaching  Grade  2.  Mrs.  Maxine  Aldrich 
of  Sugar  Hill  replaced  Mrs.  Sara  Weymouth  as  the  Kin- 
dergarten teacher.  Mrs.  Aldrich  is  conducting  the  Kin- 
dergarten very  well  in  spite  of  the  handicap  of  not 
having  a  separate  classroom.  Mr.  Glenn  Stillings  of  Lit- 
tleton, also  new  to  our  staff,  is  doing  a  fine  job  as 
instructor  of  Physical  Education.  He  replaced  Mr.  John 
Garneau.  The  retention  of  Mrs.  Leone  Philbrook  teach- 
ing Grades  3  and  4,  and  Mrs.  Pauline  Cole  teaching 
Grades  5  and  6,  ensures  the  same  high  caliber  of  learn- 
ing as  witnessed  in  the  past.  We  are  fortunate  in  having 
such  tried  and  proven  teachers  on  our  staff.  In  addition 
to  my  duties  as  Principal,  I  teach  Grade  1.  Mrs.  Marion 
Callender  of  Lisbon  continues  to  teach  music  in  all 
grades  as  well  as  in  Kindergarten.  She  creates  much 
interest  and  enthusiasm  in  her  classes. 

Mr.  Richard  Sullivan  continues  to  do  an  outstanding 
job  in  carrying  out  his  duties  as  school  custodian.  His 
presence  and  work  in  the  building  are  invaluable. 

The  former   Kindergarten   room   is   being   used  by 
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Grade  2.  After  much  discussion  and  planning,  it  was 
decided  that  the  Kindergarten  children  use  the  stage  in 
the  auditorium.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties  involved,  as  a 
temporary  measure  this  has  worked  out  well  for  the 
children  through  the  co-operation  of  the  entire  teaching 
staff  and  Mr.  Sullivan.  It  has  necessitated  much  careful 
planning  and  extra  work. 

The  school  hours  were  changed  in  January.  The 
school  day  now  starts  at  8:00  A.M.  with  the  doors  being 
opened  at  7:45.  All  grades  are  dismissed  at  2:30.  The 
Kindergarten  begins  at  12:45  and  also  ends  at  2:30. 
This  change  in  hours  was  necessary  because  of  the 
long  hours  that  bus  pupils  had  to  stay  at  school,  both 
before  and  after  the  regular  school  hours.  Mr.  Hamilton 
Ford  was  most  co-operative  in  adjusting  to  this  new 
schedule.  It  is  working  out  very  well. 

CURRICULUM: 

In  the  field  of  mathematics  the  program  from  Kinder- 
garten through  Grade  6  continues  to  be  updated  and 
modernized.  The  Greater  Cleveland  Mathematics  Pro- 
gram was  incorporated  in  Grade  4  this  year  and  will  be 
taught  in  Grade  5  in  1965-66.  As  soon  as  the  materials 
are  published  for  Grade  6,  that  program  will  be  com- 
plete. As  recommended  by  Mr.  John  Economopoulis, 
Director  of  N.H.  Elementary  School  Services,  the  school 
uses  more  than  one  arithmetic  series.  This  works  out 
well. 

Although  we  have  no  central  library,  the  room  libra- 
ries are  proving  very  worthwhile.  They  are  constantly 
being  increased  and  improved.  They  are  very  necessary 
in  the  development  of  a  well-rounded  independent  read- 
ing program. 

The  Visual  Aids  Program  continues  to  be  very  suc- 
cessful. The  school  is  building  up  a  good  library  of  film- 
strips.  These  filmstrips  correlate  with  every  subject. 
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Enrichment  materials  for  all  subjects  are  constantly 
being  employed. 

As  in  previous  years,  much  emphasis  is  being  laid  on 
the  teaching  of  the  basic  fundamentals  in  each  subject. 
The  reading  program  is  very  carefully  planned  and 
executed.  The  needs  and  abilities  of  each  individual 
child  are  considered  at  all  times.  Testing  is  one  tool  that 
is  employed  to  help  in  the  improvement  of  instruction 
and  better  guidance  of  each  pupil.  Individual  folders 
are  maintained  for  each  child. 

Orientation  Day  was  again  held  in  the  spring  of  1964. 
Mr.  Bove,  Guidance  Director  of  the  Littleton  High 
School,  also  gave  Academic  Promise  Tests  to  the  sixth 
graders. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH: 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  to  operate 
smoothly  under  the  excellent  management  of  Mrs.  Pea- 
body,  who  replaced  Mrs.  Alma  Shores  as  hot  lunch 
operator.  Mrs.  Shores  resigned  because  of  ill  health. 
The  prices  per  meal  remain  at  30  cents  per  pupil,  40 
cents  for  adults,  and  3  cents  for  milk  only.  Approxim- 
ately 55  pupils  participate  daily  in  the  program.  Mrs. 
Peabody  serves  special  dinners  at  all  holidays  as  well 
as  refreshments  at  the  various  parties.  During  National 
Hot  Lunch  Week,  parents  and  friends  were  invited  to 
have  lunch  with  the  children. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH: 

Dr.  Ralph  Parker  and  Nurse  Louise  Clark  have  given 
complete  physicals  to  the  pupils  whose  parents  so  de- 
sired. Mrs.  Clark  has  conducted  eye  and  ear  examina- 
tions. Mrs.  Clark  visits  the  school  regularly  and  is  on 
call  at  any  time.  Her  report  will  give  you  further  details 
as  to  her  other  activities  in  this  school. 
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SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES: 

A  Field  Day  for  Grades  One  through  Six  was  held  in 
June.  Open  House  was  held  during  Education  Week  in 
the  fall.  Parent  attendance  was  good.  Assemblies  are 
planned  and  are  being  carried  out.  For  instance,  as  of 
this  writing,  Mrs.  Philbrook  is  developing  a  January  as- 
sembly concerning  one  phase  of  the  Language  Arts  Pro- 
gram. All  assemblies  are  results  of  actual  classroom 
work.  The  Visual  Aids  equipment  is  most  valuable  in 
attaining  the  desired  results.  A  series  of  parties  was 
planned  and  is  in  the  process  of  being  carried  out.  For 
instance,  a  costumed  Halloween  party  proved  very  suc- 
cessful. The  annual  Christmas  Program,  with  100% 
pupil  participation,  was  presented  in  the  school's  audi- 
torium Thursday  evening,  December  22.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  note  that  this  program  was  rehearsed  and 
given  under  much  difficulty  because  of  the  required  use 
of  the  stage  for  Kindergarten.  However,  through  the 
co-operation  of  all  involved,  the  programs  were  success- 
ful. 

The  Ski  Program  is  being  carried  out.  Mr.  Glenn  Stil- 
lings,  Physical  Education  teacher,  is  assisting  in  this 
program. 

SUPERINTENDENT: 

Our  superintendent,  Mr.  Ronald  A,  Perham,  is  retir- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  staff  of  the  Franconia 
Elementary  School  joins  me  in  expressing  our  deep 
gratitude  and  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  Perham  for 
his  unflagging  interest  and  constant  help  over  the  years. 
We  consider  ourselves  fortunate  to  have  been  under  his 
tutelage.  We  will  miss  his  friendship,  his  courtesy  and 
his  educational  wisdom.  We  wish  Mr.  Perham  many 
years  of  happiness  and  leisure. 
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CONCLUSION: 

Once  again  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  people  of  Franconia,  the  Board  of  Education,  Super- 
intendent Ronald  Perham,  and  the  staff  for  their  con- 
stant co-operation  and  fine  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Franconia 
School  District: 

I  herewith  submit  my  twenty-second  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  total  enrollment  of  your  school  last  year  was  105, 
the  average  membership  was  89.7  and  the  percent  of 
attendance  was  95.4.  There  were  19  tuition  pupils  en- 
rolled, 9  from  Lisbon  Town,  2  from  Sugar  Hill  and  8 
from  Easton.  There  were  five  Kindergarten  pupils  at- 
tending whose  tuition  was  paid  by  parents.  Last  year 
there  were  40  pupils  enrolled  at  Littleton  High,  16  in 
Grades  7  &  8  at  Littleton,  and  one  at  Lisbon  High 
School. 

The  enrollment  this  year  at  Franconia  Elementary 
School  is  76  at  the  present  time.  Six  pupils  from  Easton, 
12  from  Lisbon  Town  #S  and  2  from  Sugar  Hill  are 
included.  There  are  also  6  Kindergarten  pupils  and  1 
Elementary  pupil  whose  tuition  is  paid  by  parents. 
There  are  60  pupils  attending  schools  outside  the  dis- 
trict, 14  at  Littleton  Junior  High,  44  at  Littleton  High 
School,  one  at  Lisbon  High  School  and  one  at  Gould 
Academy. 

Graduating  from  Littleton  High  School  are:  Joyce 
Ahlgren,  Diane  Ball,  Pamela  Heath,  Jeffery  Hultgren, 
Frederick  Libbey,  Joel  McKenzie,  Joel  Peabody,  Lu- 
cinda  Prescott,  Michael  Shores,  Robert  Sullivan  and 
William  Wessels. 

Mrs.  Alice  Leavitt's  fine  report  will  give  you  a  good 
picture  of  the  detailed  planning  necessary  for  a  good 
school  program  at  Franconia  Elementary  School.  The 
School  Board  expresses  its  thanks  to  the  staff  for  their 
excellent  cooperative  effort  as  they  deal  with  their 
daily  problems. 
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This  is  our  second  year  in  the  New  Building.  We  find 
it  comfortable  and  well  designed  for  the  program  we 
offer.  We  are  already  somewhat  short  of  space.  It  hard- 
ly seemed  possible  several  years  ago  when  we  were 
building  that  we  would  need  to  consider  our  projected 
expansion  so  soon. 

As  predicted  in  last  year's  report,  supervisory  union 
changes  have  taken  place.  Franconia  now  becomes  a 
part  of  the  new  Supervisory  Union  #35,  comprised  of 
White  Mountains  Regional  (Carroll,  Dalton,  Jefferson, 
Lancaster,  Whitefield),  Bethlehem,  Littleton,  Easton, 
Franconia,  Landaff,  Lisbon  Special,  Lisbon  Town, 
Lyman  and  Sugar  Hill.  As  time  progresses,  the  new 
organization  is  expected  to  provide  new  services  and 
opportunities  for  the  children. 

The  Union  Superintendent  for  next  year  is  Mr.  Leslie 
S.  Cummings  of  Littleton.  Working  with  him  will  be 
Mr.  William  Grass,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  the  White 
Mountains  Regional  and  Mr.  Harvey  F.  Harkness,  Jr., 
who  at  the  present  time  is  a  teacher  consultant  in  the 
Whitefield-Lancaster  schools. 

In  submitting  my  final  school  report  to  the  citizens  of 
Franconia,  I  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  enjoyment 
I've  found  working  in  your  district.  The  warmth  of  the 
people,  the  cooperation  and  help  of  the  school  board, 
and  teachers  have  made  this  position  a  most  enjoyable 
part  of  my  life. 

I  trust  that  in  some  small  way  I  have  contributed  to 
the  better  education  of  your  children.  Thank  you  and 
the  members  of  your  school  board  for  the  privilege  of 
working  and  serving  with  you.

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  annual 
reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  superinten- 
dent. 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union  on 
the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  prorated  on 
the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  schools  for 
the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Supervisory  Union  #34,  during  1964-1965 
will  receive  a  salary  of  $10,500.00  which  is  made  up  as 
follows:  $3,250.00  to  be  paid  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education  and  $7,250.00  prorated  among  the  several 
school  districts.  Allowance  of  $1,300.00  for  travel  with- 
in the  Union  is  also  prorated  as  stated  above.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year 
of  1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  suc- 
cessive year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of 
more  than  ten  inches  and  the  compounding  of  such 
drought  conditions,  together  with  the  many  days  of 
strong,  dry  winds,  characterized  1964  as  one  of  the  most 
hazardous  years  in  the  past  half  century.  Although  our 
fire  season  was  three  weeks  longer  than  that  of  1963,  the 
number  of  fires  showed  only  a  slight  increase  and  more 
remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the  area  burned  dropped 
from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964.  Early 
detection  and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential  fire 
disasters  from  becoming  reality.  We  all  owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community  who  responded 
and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is  now  86% 
wooded  and  its  economy — both  industrial  and  recrea- 
tional— is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource. 
The  responsibility  for  adequate  fire  protection  of  this 
great  area — 4,350,000  acres — is  everyone's  responsibi- 
lity and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must 
bum,  obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is 
dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  match- 
es from  young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of 
lighting  matches  and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches 
are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are 
chargeable  to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to 
escape;   (2)   children  playing  with  matches;  and   (3) 
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smokers.  Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such  fires 
endanger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation 
during  the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  coop- 
eration we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire 
record  in  1965.

The  White  Mountains  Region  Association  this  year  has  published 
and  distributed  136,000  promotional  folders  and  cooperated  with  the 
five  other  Region  Associations  in  publishing  400,000  copies  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Accommodations  Booklet. 

We  received  a  total  of  7,500  individual  inquiries  about  the  Region 
which  were  answered  with  a  package  of  folders  and  v/ith  personal 
letters.  Because  we  are  closely  associated  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  promotional  effort,  we  receive  in  our  office  inquiries 
which  are  generated  by  the  State.  The  Region  Association's  address 
is  listed  on  one  and  one-half  million  individual  pieces  of  literature 
published  by  the  State. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  an  active  and  effective  mailing  office, 
the  Association  has  encouraged  and  promoted  many  important 
developmental  projects  for  the  region.  Such  projects  include  Northern 
Ventures,  a  venture  capital  corporation  to  assist  people  who  have 
ideas  for  industry;  Temple  Monorail  System  at  Twin  Mountain;  the 
Kilkenny  project  in  Lancaster;  Mt.  Agassiz  Development  in  Bethle- 
hem and  Big  Bear  Ski  area  at  Bartlett. 

Through  our  Industrial  Council  we  have  changed  the  emphasis  of 
industrial  development  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  so  that  it  in- 
cludes the  northern  three  countries  and  also  encourages  a  "do  it 
yourself"  attitude  with  industrial  development  groups. 

Last  year  we  assisted  in  promoting  an  appropriation  of  $65,000 
for  the  construction  of  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  and  went  on 
record  opposing  the  Livermore  Falls  Dam  in  the  Pemigewasset 
Valley. 

Presently  we  are  planning  to  establish  an  active  Historical  Sites 
Committee  which  will  encourage  the  development  of  major  historical 
sites  in  the  region,  an  asset  which  we  have  which  has  not  been 
developed  to  its  full  potential. 

The  work  of  the  Association  is  continually  hampered  by  a  lack 
of  adequate  funds.  In  order  to  do  the  work  necessary  to  raise  our 
economy,  the  full  support  of  all  towns  in  the  region  is  needed.
